It is not 
necessary to deceive them by any 
tricks or false • representations. . I 
think the majority of the American 
people want to be fair, that in the 
long run they will be in favor of those 
things which promote the highest 
welfare of the majority. And it is In 
this belief that 1 find Itope for the 
cause of temperance. 


To acquaint people with the facts 


Is all I expect to da 
I do not wish 


to force my own convictions upon 
you. I expect you to work out con- 
victions for yourselves. I have falti 
that when the facts which have been 
brought to my notice shall be broughl 
to your notice you will form conric 
tions which, In the main, shall coin 
cide with mine. 


I should not be true to the ideal; 


of my profession were I to draw un 
warranted conclusions from statistics 
or neglect any of the facts relating to 
the problem before us. A physician 
is not likely to be successful in treat 
Ing a case of sickness unless he lias 
made a correct diagnosis of the dis 
ease, and prescribed in accordance 
with established therapeutic facts. 


Tiitre is a great deal of trouble in 


American life today. 
Those who 


would help alleviate this trouble must 
first diagnose. Hut a correct diagno- 
sis is based upon facts. Arid IK> man 
Is worthy to take part in a refor:r 
who does not have the highest regan 
far the facts disclosed. My prejudice 
against tlie liquor traffic do not cori 
stltute a proper motive for me to op- 
pose the eviL Therefore In the pres- 
ent campaign against the saloon as 
an institution I have tried I o push 
aside my prejudices and consider with 
open mind and unprejudiced judge- 
ment the facts which have l*.-en 
brought to my notice. 


Let it be first understood that I <io 


not propose, at this time, todi.-cuss 
the question as to whetlK-r It Is wrong 
to use, as a beverage, fermented li- 
quors. It would be well for each of 
us to permit some reputable ph}^- 
cian to settle that problem for us. 
His judgement of I he question would 
be expert, and If consulted on the 
matter, he would doubtless be lionest 
In expressing his candid opinion. 


Tlie question wliich 1 beg to dis- 


cuss Is, should the modern saloon be 
permitted by law to exist In the U. 
S. 
and particularly in the city of 


Rhinelander? As there are several 
pliases of this question I prefer to 
give especial atteritlon to the econo- 
mic phase. 


Last Sunday I called your atten- 


tion to the fact tliat it is variously 
estimated tliat from »200,000 to J.TOO,- 
000 pass over the bars of the eliy of 
Rhinelander each year. A nd that ou t 
of Uiis vast amount In the neighbor- 
hood of 117,000 Is paid into ll>e city 
treasury. I raised the question a* to 
whether It is good economy for the 
people of Rhinelander to send out cf 
the city from 410 to NO In order to 
have one dollar paid Into the treas- 
ury In the form of taxes. 


I also made (lie statement, and I 


think tl;at none will dispute It, that 
If the people of this city do not spend 
money for intoxicating liquors they 
are certain to spend It In some other 
way, or place it In the banks on de- 
posit; tliat If one of our citizens does 
not spend hh money for intoxicant* 
he. will certainly spend it for frocer- 
its, dry goods, meat, htrdware, fur- 


Iture, or perhaps invest in real es- 
ate; that when lie spends ten dollars 
or liquor he has nothing to show for 
t,) that is, nothing that he cares to 
mention,) but when he spends it in 
urniture, he has the furniture In his 
louse, or for groceries and provisions 


has the provisions In his larder, or 


or real estate lie becomes the owner 
if the house In which he lives. In 
ery many cases it resolves Itself 
lown to this. 
Shall a man drink 


whiskey, or shall he have a home of 
lis own, well supplied with furniture? 
But In spile of these 5-tmng argu- 


ments there are many able bj si ness 
men in our own state who will insist 
hat to drive out the saloons from a 
city will "kill the town." But this 
s only a prophecy,and must not be 
considered as a statement of fact. 
How are we to settle the question? 
Tlie fairest way of which I know 
is to permit the ''logic of events" to 
spead to us on this point. I wish to 
take the city of Kansas City, Kansas, 
for our study. I tike this city be- 
cause it seems to have presented all 
the conditions necessary for a proper 
consideration of the matter. And 
because tlie liquor traffic is complete- 
ly abolished In that city. 


For twenty years the state of Kan- 


sas has liad a prohibition law oti its 
statute books, but no successful ef- 
fort was made to enforce it until 
June, I'JOS. For the following state- 
ment of facts I cite as authority Hon. 
C. W. Trictett, Assistant State At- 
torney, of Kansas City, Kansas. Kan- 
sas. City lias a population of IW.OOO, 
with a larger percentage of foreigners 
tlian any other manufacturing city in 
the nation, and as a manufacturing 
city ranks tifth [n the manufacturing 
cities of this country; it also has a 
larger slum district in proportion to 
its population than any other city of 
the nation, ll/ls situated in Wyan- 


depend upon the mere prophecy of 
men without tlie autliorlty of experi- 
ence. 
t 


But they tell us that men look upon 


their drinks as a sort of luxury to 
which they have aright. I do not 
agree with that. I claim that no 
man has a right to enjoy a "luxury" 
which robs his wife and children of 
necessaries. A man Is no man at all 
who Is willing to hangaround a saloon 
till ten, eleven and twelve o'clock at 
nipht enjoying his "luxuries" while a 
faithful wife with anxious look and 
heavy heart is spending the sleepless 
hours at home. Gentlemen, I wish to 
Indulge In no luxury which I cannot 
enjoy in the sacred precincts of the 
home circle, honored by the company 
of my wife and child. 


In imagination I see the troubled 


faces of hundreds of anxious wives 
and mothers of our city turned to me 
in mute appeal, calling upon me to 
use my voice and the influence of my 
position in an effort to remove the 
causes which are banishing love from 
their homes and weighing the soul 
down with bitter anguish. If chival- 
ry Is not de-ad within our breasts we 
are bound to heed these appeals and 
act like men of courage."

Harry 
Wendel of Witchita, Kas.', and John 
Morrison of Chicago are held at the 
Oneida county jail charged with the 
robbery of the lioine of John Brace, a 
farmer In the town of Cassian. 


It Is alleged that the trio secured 


jewelry valued at seventy-Sve dollars. 
The> were arrested at Minocqua last 
Thursday and appearing before Judge 
Ames in second municipal court were 
bound over for trial at the spring 
term of circuit court. 


ATTEwrr n> BCBX JAIL 


While In the jail at Minocqua await- 


ing their transfer to this city the men 
made a daring attempt to gain their 
freedom by burning oil the.lock on 
the main door of the building. They 
nearly succeeded in destroying the en- 


dotte county. On June 8th, lOOr, Wy- 
andotte county contained i>> saloons 
running wide open, 
:?00 gambling 


houses, and more than rA Iiou^s of 
social evil. On July 3rd, less than one 
month later, there was not a saloon, 
gambling den, or disorderly hou^e In 
the whole county. All this was ac- 
complWitd in less than one month In 
spite of the fact that not an otlicial 
in the whole city or In the entire 
county was in favor of prohibition. A 
strong committee of able busintis 
men calltd on the State attorney an<5 
begged of him not to enforce the pro- 
hibition law, staling that It would 
completely de>troy the bu?inets and 
kill the city. Tlie attorney's reply 
to them was as follows: "(ientltfir.Fn, 
1 Jiil not enact the.law: but I have 
taken an oath of o'ik'e that I will en- 
force the law, and so long as that law 
remains on the statute books of t lie 
State of Kansas, and so long as I 
have a registered oath I will do the 
best I can to enforce it, even if it 
makes a Sahara dt>ert of Wyandotte 
county, and turns corner lots back in- 
to tield and forest.'' And he .diJ en- 
force the law. What was the result? 
On June 2,'nd, FM', after they had 
tried prohibition for one year, tlie 
largest bank in the city reports an In- 
crease In deposits of $1,100,000. Let- 
ters from practically every bank in 
that city report a proportionate in- 
crea1* m deposits. The savings bank 
reports an increase in deposits of .7) 
O l-, and adds that "r[a of the new 
customers were from the class who 
were formerly lieavy drinkers. All 
classes of merclioVits report a similar 
Increase in business. Population In- 
creased astonishingly, and the per- 
cent of building operations far sur- 
passed that of any other city In 
the nation. Tlie large majority of 
business men wl» were formerly op- 
posed to prohibition liave been com- 
pletely won over and are to-day tmong 
its staunches! advocates. In other 
words in 1905 the people of Kansas 
City did not want prohibition. After 
testfng it for one year they were so 
completely convinced of tlie economic 
disadvantages of tlie saloons tliat they 
would not permit tliem to return. To 
me tlie experience in Kansas City 
speaks eloquently in favor of voting 
out the liquor traffic from Rhineland 
er. I prefer to act In accordance with 
the facts established beyond doubt by 
the experience of that city, than to

pitiable object tint there Is on exhi- 
bition In Washington. It is wafted 
hither and thither by every trade wind 
tnat bits the town. These trade 
winds are as variable as are the inter- 
ests affected by tariff schedules. 


In the House of Representatives 


the members are slouching about, 
Mime discussing one schedule, .=6nje 
another, but the leaders on neither 
side showing any broad conception as 
to what a tariff bill should da or a* 
to how it should be coastructed.

A ballot 
clerk may inform the voter as to the 
proper manner of marking a ba'.lot, 
Lmt tie must not advise or Indicate in 
any manner wliom to votefor. 
The 


voter sliould make a crossmark un- 
der the name of the candidate he de- 
sires to vote for or at any place with- 
in the space in which the name i 
printed. If he wishes to vote for a 
person whose name is not on the bal- 
lot, lie must write the name in the 
blank space under the printed name 
of the candidate for the office. 
The 


ballot should not be marked in any 
other manner. If the ballot be spoil- 
ed it must be returned to the ballot 
clerk, who must issue another in Its 
stead, but not more than three in all 
to any one voter. Five minutes time 
is allowed in booth to mark ballot.
